‘92 graduate families 
warned of alcohol use 


While congratulating the 
240 Romulus High School 1992 
graduates, Police Officer Rick 
Schwartz warned parents that 
they should use extreme care 
to make sure no alcohol is 
available to the teens at cur- 
rent graduation parties. 

Schwartz, advisor to the Stu- 
dents Against Drunk Drivers 
group at tiie high school, wrote 
“1 know the road getting to this 
point (graduation) has been as 
rough on you as the gradu- 
ates. M 

Schwartz said he had a few 
words of advice on the upcom- 
ing parties concerning minors 
drinking and adults driving in 
toxicated. 

Little needs to be said about 
minors consuming alcohol, he 
said, as the law is very simple. 
"You must be 21 years old to 
consume intoxicating bever 
ages and you must not sen e or 
allow anyone under the age of 


21 to drink,” he said. 

Schwartz said if parents are 
hosting parties they should 
also monitor adults for over 
consumption. “We don’t want 
these people driving home un- 
der the influence. 

Violation of the minors 
drinking law is a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine 
and jail time, he said. In addi- 
tion, Schwartz warned, courts 
are handing down huge settle- 
ments to victims of drunk driv- 
ing crashes and what 
insurance doesn’t cover, will 
have to be paid personally. 

“Just imagine how bad you 
will already feel because 
someone has been injured or 
killed as a result of your party. 
Then imagine a percentage of 
your paycheck being sent to 
the victim or victims family for 
many years to come,” Schwartz 
said. 


Patterson, Hoffman triumph; 
schools of choice bid defeated

Romulus voters sent mixed 
signals to the Romulus Com- 
munity School Board members 
Monday as they re-elected vet- 
eran Pat Patterson and elected 
challenger Debra Hoffman, 
who also serves as assistant fi- 
nancial director for the city. 

The small voter turnout also 
rejected a referendum that 
would have had the school dis- 
trict pick up the travel ex- 
pense for students electing to 
attend a different school 
within the district other than 
that assigned to them. 

The vote totals in the five- 
way race were 679 for Hoff- 
man, 435 for Patterson; 410 for 
incumbent Kenneth Berlinn, 
379 for Pauline Calhoun and 
235 for Donna Lindquist- 
Capron. 

The referendum vote was 
Yes-381 votes, No-661 votes. 
The total number of voters was 
1,228 out of about 13,500 eligi- 
ble voters. 

Local analysts feel that the 
election results provided more 
questions than answers ini- 
tially, as this year was deemed 
the year of the anti- incumbent 
and in favor of women candi- 
dates. 

But the fact that three wo- 
men challenged two male in- 
cumbents may have split the 
anti-board vote enough to save 
Patterson’s seat, some believe. 

Most of the challengers hit 
the incumbent board members 
for the dismal Michigan Edu- 
cation Assessment Program 
scores this school year, the 
purchase of facsmile machines 
for all the board members and 
the heavy record of out-of-town 
trips by local school adminis- 
trators, board members and 
staff during the campaign. 

Hoffman, who was endorsed 
by Mayor Beverly McAnally

and the entire City Council 
with the exception of Mayor 
pro tern Mary Ann Banks who 
is a school employee, soared 
above all other candidates on 
election day. 

The 36-year-old finance as- 
sistant revealed shortly after 
the polls closed she didn’t 
know why she won so handily, 
but said she was looking for- 
ward to workhng with the 
school board members. 

After savoring her victory 
and getting some sleep, Hoff- 
man said on Tuesday, “I’m still 
in a daze, but I’m looking for- 
ward to the challenge of serv- 
ing on the board and expect to 
spend most of my time study- 
ing the board’s financial mat- 
ters initially, since that is my 
strength and that is what I 
campaigned the hardest on.” 

Hoffman said she hasn’t de- 
cided if she will accept a fax 
machine for her home, one of 
the issues she hit hard at in 
her campaign. She claimed it 
was poor priority spending 
during a tough economic pe- 
riod for taxpayers. 

She feels the intense work

her supporters put into the 
campaign gave her the overall 
lead and helped her take 17 of 
the 20 school precincts. 

For 46-year-old Patterson, 
who won his third term on the 
board, it was a bittersweet vic- 
tory. “I’m sorry to see Ken lost 
his latest bid for the board,” he 
said immediately after the to- 
tals were posted at the school 
district administrative office. 

Patterson said, “Emotions 
are so high at this time, I’d 
rather not comment further at 
this time.” 

However on Tuesday morn- 
ing, Patterson said he congrat- 
ulated Hoffman on her victory 
and Berlinn on his 11 out- 
standing years on the board. 

Patterson said he felt the 
school district is in the best po- 
sition it has been in for the 
past 25 years in relation to ed- 
ucational direction and finan- 
cial strength. 

Berlinn exited the school 
administration offices shortly 
after it appeared he had lost 
his bid for re-election Monday 
night. Berlinn, 57, who report- 
edly was deeply disturbed 


Patriots miss petition drive goal

Despite a vigorous cam- 
paign to place the splitting of 
Wayne County on the Aug. 4 
ballot, circulators of the pei- 
tions have come up 50,000 sig- 
natures short 

Proponents of the plan to 
split the present county into 
Wayne and Erie counties, are 
continuing their petition drive 
until they reach the needed 
205,000 signatures to submit 
the proposal to the Board of 
Canvassers. 

Early this year, the 
downriver-based Patriots for 
Erie County, launched a peti- 
tion drive to amend the state 
boundary act to allow 20 com- 
munities to form a new county. 

During the past months, or- 
ganizers of the drive have vis- 
ited the city councils and 
township boards of each of the 
communities which would be 
affected by the split. 

When petition organizer 
Leonard Mannausa spoke to 
the Belleville City Council, he 
noted that an ongoing and 
mounting frustration with 
Wayne County was the basis of 
the petition drive. 

Mannausa said the commis- 
sioners elected to write the 
charter of the proposed new 
county’ will write a new page of 
Michigan history. In his 
speech. Mannausa accused 
Wayne County’ officials of view- 
ing the southern half of the 


county as “a place to dump, to 
flush their toilets and to col- 
lect taxes.* 

The Erie County organizer 
slammed Wayne County Exec- 
utive Ed McNamara for his 
proposal of new taxes, some of 
which the county executive 
would earmark for the con 
struction of a new Tiger Sta- 
dium. 

If the Patriots have their 
way, residents south of Van 
Bom Road will reside in Erie 
County, while their neighbors 
to the north will remain in 
Wayne County. The proposed 
new county would include Ro- 
mulus, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, Belleville, 
Huron Township and 15 other 
downriver communities, a to- 
tal of 166.935 acres. 

Mannausa has unofficially 
proposed that the Downriver 
Campus of Wayne County Com 
munity College be turned into 
the new seat of government for 
Erie County, and that the 
Downriver Campus be merged 
with the WCCC Western 
Campus in Van Buren Towns- 
hip to create “one great col- 
lege out of two.” 

Mannausa charged that 
there has been inequities in 
state funding for community 
colleges. The Erie County or- 
ganizer said WCCC receives 
$12 million annually from the 
state, while Monroe Commu 
nity College receives only $2 
million annually 

The campaign organizer 


noted that the proposed new 
county would have a popula- 
tion of 363,390 and a state 
equalized tax base of 
$5,427,153,690, or 21.34 percent 
of the current county. Man- 
nausa noted that the new 
county could generate 
$58,124,816 in taxes based on 
10.71 mills. 

The Patriots for Erie County 
claim the following advantages 
if the county split is approved. 

• Erie County would be self 
governed, instead of being rep- 
resented by three of the 14 
Wayne County commissioners. 

• Erie County residents 
would receive a full return in 
services for their tax dollars. 

• County services, such as 
courts, the county seat, re- 
cords, jails, the morgue and 
sheriff would be moved closer 
to the people. 

• Judges would be elected 
by the Erie County voters, and 
residents would not have to 
travel to Detroit for court 
dates. 

In their statement, the Pa 
triots claim that “closer, more 
centralized county services 
mean we will will save gas and 
reduce air pollution by avoid 
ing the somewhat lengthy 
drive into Detroit to appear in 
court or conduct other county 
business. In addition, we will 
save money on parking and we 
won’t have to worry about hav 
ing our cars stolen while w e’re 
still in them or the threat of 
being mugged or even shot- 


over his loss, had served on the 
board since 1981, was unavail- 
able for comment Tuesday. 

Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of schools, echoed Pat- 
terson’s comments saying 
Berlinn, “was a quiet hard- 
working guy, who was always 
active on the state and county 
level for our district.” 

Calhoun, 47, who said she 
flooded the Romulus school 
district with flyers twice (in- 
cluding the day before the 
election), felt the poor voter 
turnout dismayed her as much, 
if not more, than her personal 
loss. 

Losing the election was re- 
gretful, she said Tuesday, but 
the limited voter turnout was, 
“Pathetic. What do we have to 
do to get the public interested 
in our schools?” 

Calhoun said she hopes that 
Hoffman’s election may make 
current board members more 
conscientious and may force 
them to straighten up their act. 

Lindquist-Capron, 34, a new 
resident who formerly lived in 
Illinois, said she wasn’t sur- 
prised by the outcome. 

She knew Hoffman would 
be one of the winners, “be- 
cause she had so rtiany city 
workers out campaigning for 
her even on election day.” 

But Lindquist-Capron (who 
became known during the 
campaign as ‘the lady with the 
double name’) said she hopes 
to expand her name recogni- 
tion before the next school 
board race. 

She also chided Hoffman by 
saying “I hope she doesn’t sim- 
ply become a spokeswoman 
for Mayor Beverly McAnally. I 
hope also she knows a lot of 
people will be watching her on 
that very score.” 

Lindquist-Capron said she 
enjoyed meeting potential vo- 
ters and “really learned a lot 
about Romulus politics.”

Teachers near contract OK

A new teachers’ contract 
calling for a series of raises as 
high as 23 percent during a 
four-year period has been ten- 
tatively agreed on in principle 
by both the teachers union and 
the school administration, ac- 
cording to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell. 

The so called “letter of 
agreement” has been signed 
by Bedell and George Trudell, 
the chief teacher union nego- 
tiator. 

The pay hike calls for a 


9-percent wage increase for 
the past 1991-92 year, a 6-per- 
cent increase for the 1992-93 
year and another 6-percent 
wage hike for the 1993-94 year. 
An extra 2 percent could be 
added in the 1993-94 year, Be- 
dell explained, if an incentive 
program can be activated to 
cut the 74 teacher layoff list, in 
effect hiring younger teachers 
and retiring older ones, or if 
an extended school year can 
be implemented to accomo- 
date the needs created by en- 
larging the educational 
technology system in the dis- 
trict. 


The pact now needs to be 
approved by the Romulus 
Community School Board 
members and the teachers 
themselves. 

Action sped up recently on 
resolving the contract issue 
since, according to the nego- 
tiating plan, if the pact wasn’t 
ratified by the end of this 
school year this week, it could 
not be completed until school 
resumes this fall. 

Lack of a teachers contract 
also was a major issue in the 
current school board race. 


Accused killer cleared locally

Accused rapist and serial 
killer Leslie Allen Williams 
has been cleared from any in- 
volvement in the Feb. 25, 1991 
killing of Northwest Airlines 
flight attendant Nancy J. Lud- 
wig. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder said a blood test done 
recently revealed that Will- 
iams’ blood type did not match 
with that of Ludwig’s apparent 
killer. 

Williams has admitted kill- 
ing four women and raping 11 
during a 20- month period but 
always has denied any involve- 
ment in Ludwig’s death. 

Williams, 38, who admits to 


raping females as young as 9, 
was arrested shortly after try- 
ing to kill a woman in an Oak- 
land County cemetery. 

Ludwig was not on her regu- 
lar route, Romulus police said, 
when she was killed at the 
Hilton Airport Inn in Febru- 
ary. She didn’t know her as- 
sailant prior to the day she was 
murdered and according to Lt. 
Kenneth Kraus “was just in 
the w f rong place at the wrong 
time" 

Last Christmas, a profile of 
the murder suspect was re 
leased claiming that he was 
possibly retarded, working a 
menial job and living with his 
family, possibly a mother, aunt 
or grandmother, in the Metro- 


politan Detroit area. 

The victim reportedly was 
raped after she was killed by 
her assailant, who slashed her 
throat with a sharp object, 
probably a knife, police said. 

Her husband, Arthur, of 
Minnetonka, Minn, has kept a 
high profile in the case, con- 
stantly seeking to increase me- 
dia coverage on the p^obe 
hoping it may lead to exposing 
the actual killer. 

A $50,000 reward remains 
active for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of 
her killer.

Salvation Army seeks city land

The Salvation Army Adult

Dennis Oakes, city commu- 
nity development director, 
said this meeting was the first 
of a many-step process if the 
Salvation Army is to switch its 
multi-unit facilities to this site. 

The current site contains an 
adult rehabilitation unit that 
houses up to 150 men at a time, 
administrative offices for the 
staff and a large room for reli- 
gious services for the men. 

Also located there is one of 
the Salvation Army thrift 
stores and a factory where em- 
ployees separate all donations 
from the public, clothing, fur- 
niture, etc., later sold at var- 


ious thrift stores in western 
Wayne County. 

Oakes is asking the council 
to divide the issue into two 
steps: first a decision to sell 
the property to the Salvation 
Army contingent upon subse 
quent approval of use and site 
plans and then to have the 
planning commission notify 
area property owners of a pub 
lie hearing on the project. Af 
ter the hearing, planning 
commission members would 
make a recommendation to the 
council for final action regard 
ing the use of the site.

United States Congressio- 
nal candidate Burl Adkins and 
his supporters staged a protest 
outside of Congressman Will- 
iam D. Ford’s office last Fri- 
day. 

Adkins claims that Ford, 
“unjustifiably abused his 
franking privileges by using 
the taxpayer’s money to mail 
material out of his current dis- 
trict.” 

Currently Ford represents 
the 15th Congressional Dis- 
trict, but the re- districting will 
have him representing resi- 
dents in the new 13th Congres- 
sional District if he is re- 
elected in November. 

Northville will be included 
in the new 13th District, but it 
isn’t part of the current 15th 
District. Adkins is upset that 
Ford is sending mail to resi- 
dents who live in Northville. 

“I am incensed, but not sur- 
prised that Bill Ford would 
foolishly waste our hard- 


earned tax dollars to promote 
himself,” Adkins said. “This 
institutionalized corruption 
must stop now. We are de- 
manding an audit of his Con 
gressional franking 
expenditures and that he per- 
sonally pay for every piece of 
mail that was sent out of his 
district.” 

Neither Ford or any mem- 
bers of his staff were aware of 
the demonstration. Ford said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“We have scanned our cor- 
respondence files during the 
time frame for all three times 
Mr. Adkins has opposed me in 
an election, and we have found 
no record of him correspond- 
ing with us on this subject,” 
Ford said. “If he wants to con- 
tact me he needs a pencil and 
paper, not a demonstration.” 

During the demonstration 
Adkins referred to the mailing 
as unethical.

: While the state legislature 
oontinues its tug-of-war re- 
garding auto insurance re- 
form, the largest auto 
insurance company in the 
state has threatened to file 
election petitions to allow the 
voters to decide an alleged 20- 
percent rollback in the rates. 

AAA has been circulating 
petitions, and company offi- 
cials say they have more than 
enough signatures, to place the 
initiative on the Nov. 3 ballot. 

In April, Gov. John Engler 
vetoed a no-fault insurance 
plan proposed by the legisla- 
tors, calling it a farce because 
it did not roll back the rates far 
enough and also their was no 
cap on benefits, he said. 

In the wake of the gover- 
nor’s veto, AAA launched the 
petition drive. The AAA pro- 
posal would cut back present 
rates on an average of 20 per- 
cent from those that were on 
effect on Nov. 1, 1992. 

However, critics of the pro- 
posal stress that the rollback 
would not be a certainty, and 
in the interim, the insurance 
company would have adequate 
time to raise their rates to 
pover the amount of the cut. 

State senator William Faust 
(D-Westland) is suspicious of 
the AAA initiative. 

“While, in my judgment, the 
initiative does have some 
merit, in actuality it is similar 
to all other proposals which 
the insurance industry has 
made before the Legislature,” 
Faust stated. “In a nut shell, it 
requires consumers to make 
most of the sacrifices so that 
the premiums may be reduced. 
The insurance industry’s con- 
tributions to rate reductions is, 
at best, minimal. 

“AAA and the rest of the in- 
dustry do not want to assume 
any of the burden in making 
Michigan’s auto insurance sys- 
tem more affordable to con- 
sumers.” 


According to Faust, the 
AAA rollback would not be a 
certainty. The insurance com- 
panies would be able to peti- 
tion the insurance 
commissioner for a waiver of 
the rollback. 

“Furthermore, the amount 
of the rollback any one person 
receives would also be depen- 
dent on their willingness to 
give up substantial medical 
and legal rights which they re- 
ceive under the current no- 
fault law,” Faust said. 

The AAA proposal and 
other insurance industry pro- 
posals do not guarantee any 
savings, Faust warned. 

Not only are the insurance 
companies throwing up a 
smoke screen with their pro- 
posals, they are also fighting 
comprehensive legislation to 
reform the present no-fault 
law. 

Faust said an example of 
the deception is the recent in- 
dustry criticism of provisions 
in a bill approved by the legis- 
lature with a bipartisan major- 
ity and vetoed by the governor. 

“This bill required them to 
report claims, medical costs 
and fraud statistics to the in- 
surance bureau. The bureau 
can’t collect this information 
now because the insurers ei- 
ther do not have the data or 
they refuse to disclose it. Even 
though these statistics are nec- 
essary for developing effective 
ways of containing costs in 
these areas, the insurance in- 
dustry continues to oppose ef- 
forts to make them participate 
in this cost savings process,” 
Faust added. 

In the meantime, both the 
House and the Senate dele- 
gates have ironed out - but 
have not put the finishing tou- 
ches - to their versions of auto 
insurance reform packages. 
The senate plan would cut 
back the rates but cap medical 
benefits at $250,000 that an in- 
jured victim may receive from 
the insurance company; the 


Democrats would allow vic- 
tims to sue for damages; the 
Senate plan would eliminate 
lawsuits and impose a limit 
upon payments to physicians 
and hospitals. 

Gov. Engler reported sup- 
ports the senate version of the 
auto insurance reform pack- 
age. 

Faust said: “Although the 


constitution guarantees the 
right to petition their govern- 
ment and that guarantee in- 
cludes AAA, residents should 
be fully aware of the contents 
of the petition. Any time any 
industry, be it General Motors 
or AAA or any other firm, 
wants to write a specific law, 
one must suspect the law is 
self-serving,” Faust concluded.

During the last five months, 
Five bodies of women, report- 
edly prostitues, have been dis 
covered in abandoned 
structures in Highland Park. 

In Inkster, at least three wo- 
men were killed inside or near 
abandoned houses during the 
last two years. The victims 
were among eight prostitutes 
who have been killed by an in 
dividual police believe may be 
a serial rapist. 


Criminals use abandoned 
houses to conceal their deadly 
work, wheel and deal in drugs, 
police say. 

Drug users take over aban- 
doned houses to shoot up 
drugs, they add. 

And. abandoned houses 
also are lures for adventurous 
children, whose curiosities 
have led some to serious inju- 
ries and sometimes death. 

Over the years, city and 
township have expressed frus- 
tration in their inability to 


eliminate the dangerous struc- 
tures and eyesores because of 
lengthy legal procedures and 


the lack of money. 

However, legislation was 
approved by the state Senate 


last week and will go before 
the House of Representatives 
next week to help local towns- 
hips and municipalities to se- 
ize abandoned and dangerous 
property for demolition with- 
out the red tape usually associ- 
ated with the process. 

Senate Bill 139 was ap- 
proved and sent to the House 
for action by its members. 

“This legislation would 
speed up the removal of aban- 
doned and hazardous property 
from local communities,” said 
state senator William Faust (D- 


Westland). “If a building is 
found dangerous, a notice is 
served of a hearing on the 
structure at least 10 days in ad- 
vance of the hearing/* 

The bill defines “dangerous 
buildings” with structural 
damage that do not meet the 
minimum requirements of the 
Michigan Housing Act or local 
building codes, Faust said. 

The bill also defines dan- 
gerous buildings as ones that 
have been unoccupied for 180 
days and are not listed with a 
real estate broker.

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Glenn wins regional, reaches state semi-finals 



Rockets 
jolt top 
state team

It was probably one of, if not 
the greatest baseball victory in 
the history of John Glenn High 
School and Norm Hoenes’ 26- 
year coaching. 

Glenn, behind the superb 
pitching of junior righthander 
Aaron Scheffer and a two-run, 
fifth-inning blast by John 
Ward, stunned Redford Catho- 
dic Central, 5-4, to oust the top- 
ranked state Class A team in 
the first-round of the regional 
playoffs staged Saturday at 
.Temperance-Bedford. 

• The victory - the 13th out of 
•the last 14 games for the 
Rockets - qualified the West- 
land team for the regional 
championship. They played 
and defeated Lincoln Park, 2-1, 
to win the regional crown and 
'advance to the state semifinals 
•in Battle Creek set for Friday, 
j Redford CC, nee Detroit CC, 
•knocked out a strong John 
;Glenn in the 1987 district se- 
ries and Hoenes’ Rockets had 
^vaited a “long time for the re- 
;match.” 

: “Obviously, this was a big 
(win for us,” Hoenes said after- 
ward. “They (RCC) came into 
jthis (game) as the No. 1 team, 
•and our kids wanted to prove 
•something. They definitely did 
•that.” 

But the Westland team kept 
their fans in suspense right 
;down to the final out. The 
.Rockets started off as if they 
.were going to blast the Sham- 
rocks into Ohio. They jumped 
on the CC starter Tom Kapla 
•for three runs in the first 
Winning. 

After one out, Kapla issued 
walks to Scheffer, Ward and 
Tayo Farley, loading the bases. 
Kapla then gave up an infield 
single to Jamie Murphy, with 
Scheffer scoring the first run 
of the game. Designated hitter 
'Mike Bint came through with a 
•two-run single to put the 
Rockets up early, 3-0. 

Scheffer then shut down the 
*.CC hitting machine for four 
jjnnings, but in the top of the 
fifth, Glenn got to and routed 
Kapla from the mound as they 
scored two decisive runs. 

The CC pitcher gave up a 
:base on balls to Scheffer. That 
brought John Ward to the 
plate. 

Ward drilled a two-run blast 
straight away into left for his 
•third homer of the 1992 cam- 
paign and that should have 
sounded the knell for Catholic 
Central. The Shamrocks ap- 
parently weren’t ready to toss 
,in the towel. 

No way. 

The state power came right 
I back in the bottom of the fifth 
[with a four-run rally that 
•;stunned the high-flying 
; Rockets. Scheffer apparently 


“hit a wall”. And the question 
remained: “Would he recover 
in time?” 

The lanky Glenn right- 
hander struck out the first man 
to face him, then got into trou- 
ble. He gave up a single, then 
proceeded to hit two batters to 
load the bases. 

“I went out there and talked 
to him,” said Hoenes. ‘‘It 
looked as if he was hurrying 
his pitches." 

Before Glenn got the final 
out, the Shamrocks had col- 
lected four runs and were back 
in the game. 

In the sixth, Scheffer settled 


down and retired the side in 
order. However, in the bottom 
of the seventh the Shamrocks 
came up with their final scare. 

Kapla put down an excel- 
lent bunt to reach first. He 
then stole second. With the po- 
tential tying run on second, 
Scheffer got tough. He 
snapped back by getting the 
next two batters on harmless 
pop-ups. 

The third and final out, 
however, produced some sus- 
penseful seconds. Scheffer 
gave up what appeared to be 
an easy out - a pop fly that held

Kirkey’s 2-hitter 
beats Lincoln Park

Westland John Glenn 
cashed in on Chris Kirkey's 
three-hit pitching perfor- 
mance and an outstanding ef 
fort on defense to turn back 
Lincoln Park, 2-1, Saturday at 
Temperance-Bedford and cap- 
ture their second Class A re- 
gional baseball championship 
in 25 years. 

Kirkey struck out four and 
walked three for his sixth con- 
secutive victories.

It was a good game to 
watch if you were a spectator - 
and we’re very happy to come 
away with this victory.” 

Glenn drew first blood. 

The Rockets got on the 
scoreboard in the first inning 
as Greg Tamas lead off with a 
single and moved to second 
when losing pitcher Dave 
Muntgan walked Aaron Schef- 
fer. 

Then, John Ward managed 
to slice a slow dribbler to short 
for an infield single, with 
Tamas stopping at third. 

Tamas scored on Derek Be- 
sco’s base hit. With bases 
loaded and no outs, the 
Rockets missed an opportunity 
to increase their margin when
